Former Manager of Chicago Elevator 
Company Found Guilty of Dishonar- 
able Conduct in Shipping Grain 

_ Without Canceling Warehouse Re- 
ceipts—His Membership in the Ex- 


At 2 o’clock this morning the directors ex- 
pell loyd J. Smith from membership in 
the Board of Trade on charges of “‘ dishonest 
and dishonorable conduct in , Withdrawing 
grain from a public warehouse and not can- 
celing receipts thereon. A full directory was 
present. Twelve votes were necessary to 
expel. It is believed more than this number 
voted for the punishment. 

The last session considering the case occu- 
pied almost twelve hours. John Hill Jr. 
opened the arguments for the prosecution. 
He consumed two hours. The defendant fol- 
lowed in his own behalf, speaking two hours. 
James Milne, Mr. Smith’s attorney, spoke 
an hour and fifteen minutes. T. M. Baxter, 
assisting Mr. Hill, closed for the prosecution 
at 1:30 o’clock. The verdict was reached 
half an hour later. 


Case Attracts Attention. 

The case has attracted wide attention by 
reason of the defendant's prominence in 
local Republican politics, and from the fact 
of two trials in the Cook County Criminal 
Court through indictments by the September 
grand jury. The first trial resulted in a 
disagreement, and the second in a verdict of 
not guilty. The second trial terminated im- 
mediately prior to election, when Mr. Smith 
was defeated by a narrow margin for San- 
8 District Trustee. Other cases, on sim- 

ilar charges, are now periding on the Crim- 
inal Court docket. 

Original publication of the aan of 
Lloyd Smith’s mismanagement of the affairs 
of the Chicago Elevator company were made 
the latter part of May. Russell Sage was 
President of the concern, and George J. 
Gould one of the directors. The charge was 
the shipping out of 800,000 bushels of grain 
to the value of $235,000 without canceling 
the warehouse receipts thereon, as is pro- 
vided by the State law governing public 
grain warehouses. These receipts were 
held by A. O. Slaughter & Co. of this city. A 
portion of the indebtedness has been paid 
since, leaving a balance of $108,000, 

Mr. Smith always disclaimed personal 
responsibility for the non-cancellation of the 
warehouse receipts, asserting that the con- 
ditions and circumstances were well known 
not only to the higher State officials, but ta 
the Railroad and Warehouse Commissioners 
who have control of the State grain en 
tion. 


Board of Trade Committee Wawiet: 

In the latter part of July the President of 
the Board of Trade appointed a special com- 
mitte, consisting of F. W. Smith, C. H. Re- 
Qua, and T. M. Baxter, to investigate the 
public reports reflecting on Mr. Smith as a 
member of the Board of Trade; and this com- 
mitte in its report charged him with dis 
honorable and dishonest conduct.“ Not wish- 
ing to prejudice his case before the Criminal 
Court the hearing on these charges has been 
postponed many times, but finally was taken 
up two weeks ago. 

Mr. Smith is a comparatively young man, 
having been born in Wheeler, Ind., in 1863. 
His parents removed to this city when he 
was a child, and his business interests al- 
ways have been connected with the Board of 
Trade. His first experience thereon was as 
a settling clerk in the office of Schaffer & 
Cox in 1881. His political career dates from 
his removal to Lake View in 1880.

Sud- 
denly a cry came from south of the wrecked 
building and the crowd surged in that diree- 
tion, anxious to see what new phase of the 
accident had developed. 

It was found the massive bofler had been 
hurled through the air, far from the 
starting point, to be checked in its flight by 
the passing train. The dead bodies of two 
section men, August Weiss and Joseph 


Specht, were found in the path followed by

Failure of Power Interferes with 
Switches and Semaphores—Thou-

Then compressed air was 
supplied from a reserve pump at the Ada 
street plant. 

Directly after explosion Superintendent 
Lawson went to the yards and took charge 
of the operating system. All trains up te 
8:45 o'clock were sent out from the yards 
directly west of the Kinzle street bridge. 
Ten thousand suburbanites who came to the 
depot homeward bound were obliged to make 
their way past the débris which filled Kin- 
gie street. 

There was censiderable delay, but most of 
the trains managed to get out within ten to 
thirty minutes of the scheduled time. The 
through trains were sent out on a schedule 
ten minutes late. Passengers for the through 
trains were taken from the depot in ‘buses 
and put on board the cars west of the river. 

A force of workmen was called from other 
yards of the company and set at work imme- 
diately to straighten out the torn-up tracks 
and throw the débris aside. The Milwaukee 
train, which had narrowly escaped destruc- 
tion, was delayed only long enough to allow 
employés to take the rear coach, a parlor 
car, off. This was put on a side track and 
the proceeded.

STORIES OF NARROW ESCAPES. 
How Thomas Laycock Rescued His 
Friend, “ Jack ” Butterworth, from 
the Wrecked Building. 


The explosion shook the employés of th 
Chicago, Milwaukee and St. Paul freight- 
house, directly across the street, out of their 
chairs. Foreman Thomas Laycock ran to 
the door, where he saw a cloud of falling 
dust and brick. Realizing the cause of the 
accident, he ‘hastened across the street to 
see if hia friend. Jack Butterworth, the 
chief engineer of the lighting plant, had been 
injured. Laycock entered the building and 
groped his way to the engine-room, passing 
two or three electricians who were scram- 
bling to escape from the building. He found 
Engineer Butterworth lying against the wall 
separating the engine and boiler rooms. 
Half dragging, half carrying him, Laycock 
took the injured man across to the Milwau- 
kee freight office. Butterworth hardly real- 
ized where he was or how much he was in- 

„ Half a dosen gashes disfigured his 
ead, his face was black and scalded by the 
team. He complained of one of his hips, and 

t was feared he had been injured internally. 

“TI have no idea what caused the ex- 
plosion,”’ he said when questioned regarding 
the accident. ‘ The first thing I knew was 
a frightful noise. I was slammed against 
the wall with a force that seemed to me must 
drive me through it. Then Laycock came 
in and hauled me out.” ' 

‘The ambulance arrived as the engineer 
completed his story, and with the assistance 
of Laycock he walked to the door and 
climbed into it. He was taken to the County 
Hospital, where his wife joined him, a mes- 
sage having been borne to ber at her home, 
163 Armitage avenue, under the direction of 
Foreman Laycock that her husband’s head 
had been cut by accident, but he was not 
seriously injured. . 

Inspector Luke t C. F. Ryan 
of St. Paul, and Detective John Quinn of 
the Central Station had a narrow escape 
from death. Ryan recently resigned from 
the Pinkerton force, and had secured a po- 
sition on the St. Paul police force. He had 
called with Quinn on Special Agent Riley, 
and had left the office shortly before 5 
o'clock. 

In front of the power-house they met In- 
spector Kalas, who was seated in a buggy. 
and stopped to exchange greetings. The In- 
spector left the buggy and had almost 
reached the bridge when the explosion 
startled him. Quinn and Ryan had gone 
past the power-house, and had reached a 
shanty twenty feet the other side when the 
explosion took place. Inspector Kalas drove 
to the nearest patrol box d summoned 
ambulances and patrol wagéns to the scene 
and turned in an alarm of fire. a 


Sticking from both ends, hit the car broad- 


Would have been killed. If the boiler had 
struck the car two feet lower it doubtless 
would have broken the car in two, and a 
train wreck would have been added to the 
explosion. 

In striking the car the rear end of the flying 
oller must have been tilted up at a consider- 
able angie. It cut away the side of the car 

toward the poWer-house on a level with the 
Windows as cleanly as if a saw had done 
the work. But in passing through the car 
the front end of the flying mass struck the 
Hieor, and it was in emerging from it that 
the worst wreckage was done. 

The interior of the smoking compartment 
at the forward end-of the car was wrecked, 
although the boiler did not break through 
the partition separating it from the main 
part of the car. Everything in the car was 
biackened and covered with dust and soot 
ma though the boiler had exploded inside the 
eer. Pieces of the car were strewn along the 
track from a point opposite the power-house 
fo the point where the train stopped.

OSCAR BOOZ E DEAD 


ALLEGED VICTIM OF CADET Kas- 
ING STARVES TO DEATH. 


Bristol, Fa., Boy, Who Is Said to Have 
Been Injured While at West Point 
Academy, Will Tell Nothing—Com- 
panions Charged with Making Him 
Drink Highly Peppered Liquids— 
Commander of Academy Denies 
Charge. 


Bristol, Pa., Dec. 8.—[Special.] — Oscar 
Boos, the alleged victim of hazing while a 
cadet at West Point Military Academy, died 
today. It is said that the boy's throat was 
terribly inflamed by a dose of tobasco sauce 
the other cadets are accused of having ad- 
ministered him in combination with ketchup 
and cayenne pepper. 

No nourishment could be swallowed, and 
the injection of food, which wae resorted te 
the last week, had to be stopped on account 
of the high inflammation of the stomach. 


Boy Starves to Death. 

Young Booz virtually starved to death. 
Most of the last two days he lay delirious 
and raved about the hazing. The county 
authorities became interested in the case 
promptly, but when it was sought to have 
Booz make an ante-mortem statement it was 
too late. He was unable to talk intelligently. 

The unfortunate young man’s father had 
finally consented to a public statement from 
his son since the West Point official deniais 
were issued, and he said today that he could 
not state what he would do, though he pre- 
ferred to follow the boy's desire. The lad 
refused to name the hazers, simply replying: 

“It is a matter of honor.” 


Father Resents Cowardice 
Mr. Boos said he resented the calling his 
son a coward because he refused to fight in 
the woods at West Point after the tobasco 
sauce had been poured down his throat, and 
friends of his family are urging him to seek 
a rigid investigation through the War de- 


“partment. 


When asked whether he had determined 
that hazing was the cause of Booz’s death, 
Dr. Willis Weaver, who attended the youth, 
said: 
If death was not directly caused by the 
hazing, I believe the treatment he received 
was indirectly responsible. From the in- 
flamed throat and burned membranes the 
throat consumption which ended in death fol- 
lowed.““ 

Booz was 21 years old. 


Denied Flatly at West Point. 

West Point, N. T., Dec. 3.—[Special.}—Col. 
A. L. Mills, superintendent of the United 
States Military Academy, denied positively 
today there was any foundation for the charge 
that Cadet Booz had received any treatment 
brutal or prejudicial to his health by haz- 
ing or otherwise while at the academy. 

“The first intimation of these charges,” 
he said, came to me in a letter from the 
editor of the Doylestown (Pa.) Intelligencer, 
who said that ex-Cadet Booz was slowly 
passing away there as the result of treat- 
ment at the academy, it being alleged that 
Booz was ‘ brutally pounded in a fight, and 
also that a scalding compound of tabasco 
sauce was poured down his throat.

UPHOLDS “ JIM CROW” CAR LAW 


United States Supreme Court Declares 
Kentucky Has Right to Regulate 
Travel of Negroes. | 


Washington, D. C., Dec. 3.~[Special.)— 
the Supreme Court today a decision — 
handed down confirming the constitution- 
ality of the separate coach or “ Jim Crow 
car law of Kentucky. . 

The case originated in the failure of the 
Chesapeake and Ohio railroad to comply 
with the Kentucky law, which requires 
separate cars for white and colored pas- 
sengers. The law was upheld by all thé 
State courts, and the company appealed to 
the United States Supreme Court on the 
theory that the law must necessarily inter- 
fere with interstate commerce, and that the 
State Legislature had passed it with that 
intention. 

In deciding the case today and upholding 
the law, so far as it concerns passengers 
within the State of Kentucky only, Justice 
Brown quoted the decision of the Kentucky 
Court of Appeals, that the law in question 
really intended to regulate the action of 
railroads within the State of Kentucky, and 
that a passenger taking passage in that 
State and railroad companies recefving pas- 
sengers are bound to obey the law so long 
as they remain within the Kentucky jurisdic- 
tion. 

Justice Brown holds that white and col- 
ored passengers traveling from one State 
to another cannot be so separated by law, 
and in upholding the law he expresses the 
opinion of the Supreme Court permitting 
States to pass separate coach laws, but pre- 
venting the application on the same prin-

Several scenes tting the pleasant, 

roguish play of Ada Rehan's talent as a 
comedienne supply the leaven which is sure 
to work Sweet Nell of Old Drury into a 
success. Without them or without an Ada 
Rehan in them the piece likely would have 
difficulty in duplicating in this country its 
London prosperity, regardless even of its 
American authorship. For the minor ro- 
mance which is supposed to give the setting 
to Nell's generous deeds is a fleeting thing, 
and the serious threads are hard to follow 
and do not lead to entertaining moments. In 
fact, the story of the play may be voted 
rather tiresome. 
But the telling of a story is the least im- 
portant part of the performance. Nell 
Gwynne—for the spelling must follow the 
play—is the whole of the entertainment. 
And Ada Rehan makes Nell Gwynne. Some 
may question whether she has done well 
to give to the role the glamour of her art, 
but one fancies the general answer will be 
in the affirmative. "

Their 
writings rallied nobly to his support, and 
Nell in consequence rarely opens her mouth 
to utter a stupid sentence. Next after her 
the favor of quip and quirk goes to King 
Charles—interpreted last t by White 
Whittlesley with command of bearing and 
repose of manner. So it befalls that there is 
a fencimg of words whenever Charles and 
Nell meet, with the result of genuine comedy. 
Somewhat stilted it might become under 
mediocre playing, but the stiffness flies away 
before Miss Rehan’s musica] voice, anima- 
tion of expression and gesture, and exuber- 
ant assumption of animal spirits. 

More than passing interest attached to 
the appearance of Miss Rehan last night. 
Some of it had little to do with the play in 
which she was seen. A number of seasons 
have intervened since last she faced a Chi- 
cago audience, and in that time the associa- 
tions of a lifetime have been shattered. 
Many undoubtedly have wondered if the of- 
fect of trying experience would be written on 
her brow. Some, it may be, have asked the 
impudent question, Has she aged?“ If they 
were there last night they learned that Ada 
Rehan is no less a comedienne today than 
she was the last time she delighted them. 
They may not have come away with the im- 
pression that art will be forever victorious 
over years, but they probably agreed that 
the tho of the future need not disturb 
the present. 

Nor is this saying that Miss Rehan depicted 


the | a Nell of the girlish sort. She did not, and at 


times the pictorial side of the play may have 
lost a little by the maturity of her charms. 
But in the main those moments when en 
ingenue would have looked best in the role 
were moments when the acting of an ingenue 
would have spelt ruin for the-play, and speit 
it in capital letters. In the first act, wherein 
she is an orange girl before Drury Lane, sav- 
ing a pair of foolish lovers and unwittingly 
telling the King’s bad qualities to the King 
himself, Miss Rehan runs almost the entire 
emotional scale. For one brief instant the 
note of tragedy itself is struck, but for the 
major time the contrasts are less extreme. 
The attitudes of mockery and of anxious 
helpfulness are the prevailing opposite poles, 
and between them are many gradations of 
sentiment of manner. To Chief Justice Jef- 
freys she is covertly insolent; to the lovers, 
Sir Roger Fairfax and the Lady Olivia Ver- 
non, she is motherly, and to the King—bde- 
fore as well as after her knowledge of his 
real identity—she is a piquant jester. What 
would the ordinary actress have done with 
that réle? Sink it to 
ong with the bigger part o play. 

9 She second act it is also Miss Rehan's 
comedy—Nell’s for the nonce—that does most 
to sustain the play, though Mr. Whittlesley 
in the réle of King Charles gives apt assist- 
ance. Aside from its byplay of words the 
essence of the action of the act lies in a ruse 
through which Nell lets Jeffreys, when he 
comes searching for the attainted Sir Roger 
Fairfax, march his men to the door behind 
which the King himself is standing. The 
King’s stinging rebuke to the invaders 
should bring the end as well as the climax 
in the act. The situation also gives the 
climax to the play, which from that point 
on sinks steadily lower in the scale of dra- 
matic merit. 

The anti-climax of the act itself is pro- 
nounced and the last two acts smother com- 
edy in heavy melodrama. Yet the situation 
of the play is supposed to lie in the third act. 
By an artifice too theatric to be convincing 
Nell bests Jeffreys by donning his own cap 
and gown and in that disguise giving orders 
which set the Lady Olivia Vernon free and 
make it possible for Nell herself in the last 
act to convince the King that she had done 
him no wrong in protecting the lovers and 
that Lady Castlemaine and Lord Jeffreys 
are two conspirators. Here, if anywhere, 
Miss Rehan overacts, but her exaggerations 
make the scene into lively farce, and as such 
it will be liked by the public, if last night’s 
audience be a good thermometer. There 18 
a hint of Portia’s masquerade in the scene, 
and it is helped out by quotations from-Por- 
tia’s lines. 

The last act is devoted to the unwinding 

process and is more or less tedious. Nell's 
part in it is trifling. 
The performance throughout was not as 
smooth last night as it will become before 
the end of the week—that is: in the case of 
all but a few of the players. Two of them 
hardly will improve under any circum- 
stances. Aside from Mr. Whittlesley no 
marked talent was disclosed by any member 
of the support, but for that matter his was 
the only role that required the quality. For 
the rest a good outward appearance and a 
good drill will suffice at all times. 

Miss Rehan’s engagement is for three 
weeks. 


Sherlock Holmes. 

As many people as the house would hold 
welcomed William Gillette at Powers’ Thea- 
ter last night. Presumably they went ex- 
pecting to be thrilled at the wonderful ex- 
ploits of Sherlock Holmes and certainly they 
were not disappointed in that expectation. 
For four long acts there was a constant suc- 
cession of thrills which grew almost exhaust- 
ing in their intensity. All sorts of villains, 
from a beautiful woman to a black-browed 
and unshaven wretch of a murderer, fol- 
lowed each other across the stage in a be- 
wildering procession of wickedness, and in 
the midst of it all sat Dr. Doyle’s detective, 
puffing his cigaret and knocking over in a 
few drawlfmg words all the plots and plans 
of the criminals. At the close of each act 
the audience forced the raising of the cur- 
tain, and after the second and third acts 
particularly there was a display of enthu- 
siasm which Mr. Gillette acknowledged only 
by a bow, refusing the speech which was 
loudly called for.

Apollo Club Concerts. 

The announcement that the Apollo club 
would devote its first concert this season to 
“St. Paul was received with satisfaction. 
The first of Mendelssohn's oratorios has 
been neglected, owing to the marked public 
favor enjoyed by its later fellow. Elijah.“ 
and if ever neglect were unjust this is a 
shining instance thereof, for not only is 
“St. Paul ever purer in style and more 
original in musical content than is Elijah,“ 
but its choral and solo beauties are fully 
as great and need but to be known to be 
enjoyed and ioved as thoroughly as are 
those of the younger work. The production 
by the Apollo was regarded therefore as the 
tardy but richly merited recognition of one 
of the noblest oratorios the century just end- 
ing has produced. A decade has passed since 
any portion of St. Paul was sung in Chi- 
cago—the Apollo program of Jan. 31, 18090, 
contained the first part—and it was felt that

an adequate production of “ Faul has 
yet to be given in Chicago. „ as 
one does, the aims and desires of the Apollo. 
club, appreciating all it stands for musically 
and artistically, in the community, and 
realizing the difficulties under which it 
works, yet one cannot in justice to truth 
say that the performance last evening was 
worthy of an organization of its importance 
and standing. With the exception of one or 
two short chorals, not a single chorus was 
smoothly and cleanly given throughout, and 
as for dramatic intensity and fire in the sing- 
ing, it was fatally absent—fatally, because 
no choruses in all oratorio, with the possible 
exception of certain ones in the Bach- 
Matthew Passion, demand so imperative- 
ly strong dramatic interpretation as do 
those in St. Paul.“ There were moments 
last night when the hearer was overpowered 
by the volume of tone poured upon him, but 
for the intensity of tone and word which 
need not be expressed in loudness, but which 
thrills, one waited in vain. 

Just where the responsibility should be 
placed for these shortcomings one would not 
care to endeavor to say, but certain it is 
that much of the roughness in last evening's 
performance may with certainty be charged 
up to the Chicago Orchestra, which furnished 
an accompaniment that for general scratchi- 
ness and go-as-you-please characteristics 
recalled days of decades ago, before Chicago 
could claim as its own an orchestral organi- 
gation one of the best the country boasts. 
Mr. Wild struggled manfully, but he, the 
chorus, and soloists were almost 
constantly by the orchestra, and musical 
smoothness was out of the question. In 
every mass chorus the instrumental accom- 
paniment was too loud, and regard for the 
dynamic orders placed in the score seemed 
—— to be willfully disregarded by the 
players. 

The soloists, like the chorus, labored under 
the great disadvantage of this poor accom- 
paniment, but even remembering and mak- 
ing allowance for this fact, one can recall 
only two solos as being in any degree satis- 
fying. Miss Crawford sang The Lord Is 
Mindful of His Own” with much beauty of 
tone and with a warmth and sincerity of ex- 
pression which gained for her the one hearty, 
spontaneous outburst of applause heard dur- 
ing the evening. Mr. Rieger sang “ Be Thou 
Faithful’ acceptably, but Miss Stewart 
made nothing of either of her solos, and as 
for Mr. Walker, an unfortunate habit of 
constantly indulging in portamento through- 
out every phrase and a seemingly complete 
absence of all appreciation of the dramatic 
significance of the text rendered his work 
ineffective and tedious.

The intro- 
duction of motifs from the musi 
played behind the scenes by a ‘cello, violin, 
flute, and piano, can scarcely be said to have 
enhanced the enjoyablehess of the entertain- 
ment, owing to the instruments being not 
only at loggerheads with each other in the 
matter of tempo and attack but also as re- 
gards pitch. 

As for Mrs. Rhodes’ lecture, it was based 
evidently upon a tour through Thuringia 
and Bavaria, made à year ago last summer, 
and certain inaccuracies in the statement of 
historical facts and in description of the 
operas are doubtless attributable to haste 
in traveling, and a possible unfamiliarity 
with all the intricacies of the German lan- 
guage. Mrs. Rhodes is clearly a Wagner en- 
thusiast, and her fervor, combined with a 
goodly portion of present-day metaphysics, 
which she distributes through her lecture, 
lend her talk a certain interest, even though 
rhapsody does frequently replace the state- 
ment of fact therein. The audience received 
the lecture with favor, paying it the tribute

GOES ON TRIP ALONE. 


Studies Native Customs and 
Habits and Discovers Un- 
classified Elephants. 


PASSES PERILS IN SAFETY. 


LONDON, Nov. 20.—[{Correspondence.]—W. 
Stamps Cherry, who left Chicago in the sum- 
mer of 1896, is now on his way to his home 
in America from the heart of Africa. For 
fouf years Mr. Cherry has been living among 
the Congo natives. Unaccompanied by any 
men of his own color he has penetrated to 
parts where no other white man has ever 
dared to go, and has made important geo- 
graphical and anthropological discoveries. 
They have been reserved for the Geograph- 
ical Society of America. : 

Mr. Cherry, while traversing over 20,000 
miles in the French Congo and Soudan, has 
accomplished the following ends: The ex- 
ploration of the Upper Kotto River and sur- 
rounding region. The Kotto ig a large tribu- 
tary to the Mobangul. 

The discovery of three native African peo- 
ples—the Breea, Engazzia, and Lindas tribes. 

The discovery of a species of elephant, 
much smaller than hitherto known, which 
produces no ivory, or, in other words, has 
no tusks. 

In addition Mr. Cherry has collated invalu- 
able written and photographic data dealing 
with the anthropological aspect of the na- 
tives, especially those which inhabit the ter- 
ritory between the Waday and Mobangui 
Rivers, and has formed the theory that all 
the native tribes of Africa, excepting the 
Arabs, sprang from common origin. 3 


Goes on Journey Alone. 


This was Mr. Cherry’s second trip to Af- 
rica. Mr. Cherry has proved that without 
large equipment, special knowledge, or the 
expenditure of much advertising and capital 
explorations in Africa can be conducted by 
simply applying the methods of the Western 
States to the conditions existent near ‘the 
equator. For one year he never saw a white 
man and for over three years not a white 
woman. For four years he slept in his 
clothes, a revolver strapped to him, and a 
rifle by his side. For a similar period of time 
he lived on the diet of the country, a native 
in all respects, except in color and in mind. 
Mr. Cherry brings back with him such a sup- 
ply of ivory that he returns to America a com- 
paratively rich man. Over a hundred ele- 
phants have fallen to “‘ Demba Creecy’s 


gun. 

Starting at Matadi, on the west coast of 
Africa, in August, 1896, Mr. Cherry went up 
the Congo River as far as Stanley Pool, by 
caravan. At Brazaville, in the French Congo, 
he was held up by the authorities for having 
firearms without permission. His weapons 
and cartridges were temporarily confiscated 
by the French government. Bereft of motive 
and occupation, he went into the service of 
the French government. He applied his en- 
gineering education by putting together a 
steamer which Major Marchand had brought 
inland. . : 

At Bangul, on the Congo, Mr. Cherry 
gained some insight into the gentle methods 
of French colonization. A trivial tribal ris- 
ing was in progress. The French had cap- 
tured a number of prisoners and shot three 
women who had tried to escape. 

After having his arms restored to him, Mr. 
Cherry went from Bangul with natives in 
canoes to the mouth of the M’Bomu River, 
until he came to the territory of Ban- 
gasson, one of the greatest of the N’SaccTfaw 
chiefs in the whole Congo basin. 


Lives with Native Chief. 


Mr. Cherry’s photographs of this person- 
age show him to be as gross and sensual a 
personage as can well be imagined, yet he 
rules with a rod of iron many thousands of 
people. The day of Mr. Cherry’s arrival 
Bangasson had been indulging in a raid upon 
a neighboring tribe, with the result that no 
fewer than 3,000 men, women, and children 
had been captured and brought to Bangas- 
son as slaves. In addition to these slaves 
Bangasson’s warriors brought back with 
them hundreds of human heads. At night a 
great cannibal banquet was prepared. Ban- 
gasson has 1,800 wives and is a stanch ally 
of the French government. 

In the region of the Darbandau he lived 
with the natives as a native, sleeping on a 
mat with two blankets, and being received 
among them as the great white chief, 
PDemba Creecy.“ Darbandau served as the 
base for the explorer’s expeditions. Thence 
he made constant trips up the Kotto River. 


All Savages Cannibals. 


Among the natives with whom Mr. Cherry 
has been living cannibalism is rampant. 
„After a tribal engagement,” he says, the 
captured men, women, and children are cut 
up as quick as that,” snapping his fingers, 
“and every bit of them is eaten.“ 

Regarding the rivers he explored Mr. Cher- 
ry said: “ They drain the finest country 
in the world, where everything can be raised. 
Rice, coffee, vanila, and rubber grow in wild 
luxuriance. In no place in the world could 
you find such elephants. It’s just like hunt- 
ing rabbits. 

The natives are splendid ironsmiths,” he 
sald, and make a spear unlike anything 
I have seen elsewhere. It has two cork- 
screw barbs, running in two different direc- 
tions. Once imbedded in the flesh it defies 
all efforts at extraction. : 


Finds New Elephant. 


“The new species of elephant I found is 
curious. So far as I know it has never been 
classified by itseif, yet it is quite different 
from,the ordinary animal. These pigmy 
elephants have no tusks, however old they 
live to be. They go in herds of about fifty 
and are far more cunning than the larger 
and more common animal. In distinction 
to the latter they are uncommonly keen of 
hearing and otherwise are unlike the ele- 
phant as he is known in natural history.

When in this country Mr. Cherry makes his 
home with the family of Mrs. John Harvey 
of Morgan Park. Dr. James A. Harvey has 
been a lifelong friend of Mr. Cherry’s, and 
to him and to Dr. Harvey’s mother, whom 
Mr. Cherry also looked upon as a mother, 
the young explorer has written many most 
interesting letters from Africa. 

Mr. Cherry was born in Warsaw, II., and 
studied at the State College of South Dakota 
and the Armour Institute.

The Navy department has been informed 
that the gunboat Manila has left Cavite with 
a detachment of marines for the occupation 
of Subig and Olongapo, which temporarily 
have been transferred to the control of the 
department. 

Washington, D. C., Dec. 8.—[Special.]—In 
General MacArthur’s latest list of casualties, 
received today, the names of four members 
of the Thirtieth Infantry, recruited in Chi- 
cago, appear.

CUBANS DEBATE ON SYSTEMS. 


Some Difference of Opinion Exists in 
Constitutional Convention as to 


Best Basis of Operation. 


Special Cable to The Tribune. 

to the constitutional convention have had 
several informal meetings to discuss the 
basis of the proposed examination which 
will be presented at the next meeting of the 
convention. The delegates principally de- 
longed to the various so-called Republican 
parties. A majority of them were inclined 
towards an examination similar to that of 
the United States, in which the government 
is elected for a fixed number of years. The 
fear was expressed that if the parliamentary | 
system should be adopted, as advocated by 
Gualberto Gomez, Cuba would probably be 
in an almost chronic state of government 
crisis. Gomez, who was educated in France, 
upheld the French system, but as yet he has 


The main question is federalism, which, 
even if it was adopted, would probably not be 
strongly marked, as apparently the delegates 
favor uniformity in the laws and the customs 
duties. The people of Havana claim that 
Havana Province would gain by a strongly 
marked federal system, but the poorer 
provinces, such a Puerto Principe and San- 
tlago, would lose by being made to support 
separate Legislatures, 

The municipalities of the island are begin- 
ning to petition the delegates to give the 
fullest municipal autonomy to the towns. 
One has not only asked the government to 
pay its deficit of last year but to grant it the 
fullest autonomy in the matter of taxation. 
This petition is styled by one of the Havana 
newspapers a request to be allowed to grind 
the taxpayers to an unlimited extent. 

As regards the proposal made by an Amer- 
ican paper that a clause should be intro- 
duced in the constitution allowing Spaniards 
to become Cuban citizens, the Diario de la 
Marina says it will be many years before 
the Spaniards will do this. The only ob- 
ject the Spaniards would have in becoming 
Puban citizens would be to play the Amer- 
ican game—namely: to help swell the an- 
nexationist vote in Cuba. Spaniards, how- 
ever, would only lose by meddling in Cuban 
politics. They would earn the hatred of the 
Cubans and would * too few to have any 


influence. 


DUKEDOM FOR LORD ROBERTS. 


Manchester Courier Hears He Will Be 
Made a Peer and Be Voted 
100,000 Pounds.

MANCHESTER, Dec. 3.—The London cor- 
respondent of the Courier telegraphs that 
he has been informed in trustworthy quar- 
ters that the Queen will confer a dukedom 
on Lord Roberts, and that Parliament will 
be asked to vote him £100,000. 


Advocate Martial Law.

CAPE TOWN, Dec. 2, 4 p. m.—Lord Rob- 
erts will arrive here from Durban on the 
transport Canada next Saturday or Sunday. 
The feeling among the British here is that 
a proclamation’ should be issued declaring 
martial law in the disaffected states of Cape 
Colony. This sentiment is growing steadily, 
especially in view of the Dutch convention 
at Worcester on Dec. 6.

More Casualties Reported.

USES USUAL TREACHERY. 


Yu Haien Sent a Silken Cord as 
Intimation That He Go 
and Hang Himself. 


WALDERSEE TAKES TOMBS. 


‘BERLIN, Dec. 3.-—A special dispatch from 
China to the Volks Zeitung reports a fearful 
mission slaughter in the Province of Shan-Si. 
The first victims, the dispatch says, were a 
Catholic Bishop and his coadjutors and four 
European priests, Franciscans, Italian, and 
French. 

The Governor invited them to his house, 
pretending to give them better protection; 
but when they arrived their hands were tied. 
Then the Governor himself poinarded them 
all. Next the Governor went to the Bishop's 
residence with a number of soldiers and 
seized six Maresilles sisters. He promised 
them money and distinguished husbands if 
they would renounce Christianity, which 
offer they unanimoypsly rejected. Thereupon 
the Governor poinarded them and also a 
number of Chinese priests, thirty Chinese 
sisters, and two orphans from 8 to 16 years 
ofage. Mr. and Mrs. Atwater and their two 
little children, Mr. and Mrs. C. W. Price and 
their son, all of the American board: Mr. and 
Mrs. Lagren of the Swedish, and Miss El- 
dred, an Englishwoman, were butchered. 


Yu Hsien Sent a Silken Cord. 

The story of these murders directly im- 
plicated Yu Hsien, then Governor of Shan-Si. 
As announced in the Pekin dispatches of 
Saturday last, members of Li Hung Chang’s 
staff say the Chinese Emperer will probably 
send Yu Hsien a silk cord, which is an inti- 
mation that he must hang himself. It is re- 
garded as a great honor for a Chinaman to 
receive a silken cord from the Empress. It 
means suicide, but the victim gladly goes to 
his death, for believes he will be imme- 
diately translated. 

Awful Massacre Last June. 

A number of the reports have been pub- 
lished of the June massacres in Shan-Si, 
some Of the details being too horrible for 
publication. Men, women, and children 
were butchered. Fifteen seminarists, who 
had hidden themselves in a cistern, were, the 
dispatch says, tied to stakes and forced to 
drink the blood of the first victims.. They 
were then killed. | 

A Chinese priest and two Christians, who 
attempted to escape, were caught and put 
in a small hut, where they were burned. 


Waldersee Takes Tombs. 

A dispatch from Field hal Count von 
Waldersee, commanéer-in-chief of the inter- 
national forces in China, sent from Pekin 
under date of Saturday, Dec. 1, says that 
after hoisting the German flag at the Ming 
Tombs and punishing several neighboring 
villages for murder of Christians, the late 
Colonel Yorck’s detachment, commanded by 
General Gayl, returned to Pekin in four 
columns by way of Yang Fang, Chen Pien 
Tcheng, Theng Shang, and Niu Lan Shan, 
each about a day’s march northward of 
Pekin. 

The Kalgan expedition, the dispatch also 
says, was successful. Several thousand 
Chinese regulars, under the command of two 
Generals, were driven in wild flight from the 
province of Chi Li to Shan-Si. 

The remains of the late Colonel Yorck 
have arrived at Pekin. 


Ministers Hear from Powers. 
[Special Cable to The Chicago Tribune. ] 

PEKIN, Dec. 3.—A meeting of the Min- 
isters, the call for which was issued by Min- 
ister Conger, will be held tomorrow. It was 
at first intended to hold the meeting today, 
but M. Pichon, the French representative, 
pleaded for a postponement on account of an 
important engagement. Today M. Pichon 
was entertaining four friends at lunch at the 
summer palace. 

It is understood here that several of the 
Ministers have received instrudtions from 
their governments regarding the preliminary 
note to be presented to the Chinese. 

It is rumored that the instructions provide 
for demanding severe punishment of the 
guilty officials and the payment of an in- 
demnity. A feature of the ministerial dis- 
cussions that has not been mentioned here- 
tofore has been the question of providing 
means to protect the legations in the future. 
This question is creating rivalry among the 
military attachés, who are prolific in plans. 


Germans to Stop Looting. 

The Germans have at last promised to 
adopt the severest measures to stop their 
soldiers from looting. The German officers 
etate that when they came to China they 
intended to prevent looting, but as they 
found everybody engaged in gathering the 
polls of war they could not prevent it and 
show good faith. Now, however, they have 
shot one soldier at Tien-Tsin for looting and 
say they propose to shoot others here. 


Seeks Dowager’s View. 

Li Hung Chang, following the suggestior 
~ecently made to him and Prince Ching, is 
endeavoring to ascertain through one of the 
Chinese Ministers the opinion of the Dow- 
ager Empress as to the court returning to 
Pekin under certain conditions.

New Orleans. La. Det. 3—{Special.]—Rain 
fell without intermission all day and the 
track at the fair grounds was deep in slushy 
mud.

Judging by the talk of President Hart at 
the conclusion of a long conference with 
President Johnson of the American league 
yesterday afternoon the relations between 
the National league and American league 
are far from cordial.

|DRIVE PESTS FROM ILLINOIS. 


Rules Passed by Legislature Successful 
in Freeing Orchards from 
Fruit's Foes. 


Urbana, III., Dec. 3.— [Special. ]—Professor 
Stephen A. Forbes has just sent to the Gov- 
ernor his biennial report on the operations 
of the horticultural inspection act, intended 
to prevent the spread of insect and fungus 
pests among the orchards of the State. 

It appears from the report that there are 
245 active commercial nurseries in Illinois, 
and that all of these were inspected at a 
cost of $5.77 each in 1898, and for the second 
year $3.74. 

The San José scale has been detected in 
forty-four different localities (at ten of 
which, however, it has since been extermi- 
nated), five of these being in the northern, 
nineteen in the central, and twenty in the 
southern section of the State. In the effort 
to bring the scale at these points under con- 
trol of owners of infested premises 115 
orchards were given an insecticide treat- 
ment, either by fumigation or an insecticide 
epray. 

In a general statement concerning the ef- 
fects of the law, Professor Forbes says: 

“A rapid improvement in the éondition of

ASSISTANT FIRE MARSHAL PETRIE. 


Assistant Marshal Petrie was born in Chi- 
cago on Sept. 25, 1840. He joined the volun- 
teer fire department at the age of 16. He 
resigned to become an engineer on the Mis- 
sissippi River, returning to Chicago in 1862 
to join the Fire department as a stoker. He 
was promoted to the rank of engineer in 
1866, and in 1872 was made a marshal. He 
filled the position of secretary for more than 
fifteen years. 

While fighting fires Marshal Petrie had 
many narrow escapes from death. He was 
sent invariably to command the men on the 
roofs of burning buildings, and at the burn- 
ing of the Academy of Music in the early 708 
he fell with the roof, and had a narrow es- 
cape.

POLICE FAIL TO FIND ACCUSED 
BX-GAME WARDEN. 


It Is Thought the Man Charged with an 
Attempt te Murder His Family Is 
Still in the City—Wife Tells of See- 
ing Her Husband Turn on a Gas Jet 
and of Finding a Rug Saturated 
with Chloroform—She Orders Him te 

Leave the Heuse. 


Efforts to capture former Game Warden 
Charles Blow, charged with the attempted 
murder of his wife and children at their 
residence, 1210 Milwaukee avenue, were 
fruitless yesterday. Mystery still enshrouds 
his motive for the deed. It is belleved he 
had little money when he disappeared, and 
the police are of the opinion that he is still 
in hiding in the city.. Mrs. Blow, accom- 
panied by her three children, has removed 
to the home of her father, Joseph Sokup, 
1308 Humboldt boulevard. 

Blow, according to his wife's statement, 
tried to kill his family on the night of Nov. 
23. Mrs. Blow; unknown to her husband, 
was awake and saw him turn on the gas 
jet. Not realizing what he was doing, she 
remained quiet until the gas began to fill 
the room. Then leaping out of bed she dis- 
covered that a rug near by was saturated 
with chloroform. 

The astounded woman rushed to the apart- 
ment of her husband and charged him with 
the deed. He denied all guilt, but at the 
command of his wife he packed his clothes 
and left the house. Then sending for her 
brother, Joseph Sokup Jr., she caused the 
police to be notified of the occurrence. The 
next day Mrs. Blow secured a warrant 
charging her husband with attempt to kill. 
The search is not being prosecuted by the 
family with undue vigor, as the man’s dis- 
appearance is agreeable to his wife, 
Blow is an Englishman who has been in 
Chicago fifteen years. He was employed for 

last six months by James Brown, a pho- 
t pher at Robey street and Milwaukee 
avenue. He worked all day Sunday, Nov. 
25, his wife and children having gone to 
visit the Sokups. 

In the forenoon Blow purchased a pound 
of chloroform from J. 8. Ford, a druggist 
at Milwaukee avenue and Robey street, say- 
ing that he intended to use it in photography. 
During the afternoon he seemed gloomy and 
preoccupied. 

Blow was appointed game warden by Gov- 
ernor Altgeld and served four years. His 
father-in-law, Sokup, who was a personal 
friend of the Governor,-secured him the ap- 
pointment. Blow was exceedingly eccen- 
tric, and one of his schemes was a plan to 
kill the carp in the Humboldt Park lake by 
means of electricity. Sokup is a wealthy 
real estate dealer and was West Town As- 
sessor during three terms. He was defeated

PANTHER CARRIES AWAY 
AND EATS LITTLE GIRL 
NEAR CARTWRIGHT, WIS. 


Eight-Year-Old Daughter of C. F. Riley 
Slain by Beast While Walking in 
Road—Farmers Organize and Start a 
‘War of Extermination. 


Cartwright, Wis., Dec. 3.—An 8-year-old 
daughter of C. F. Riley, a farmer living six- 
teen miles from here in the Mad Brook set- 
tlement, has been carried away by a panther 
and devoured. Only a few fragments of the 
remains could be found. 

The girl was walking in the road near the 
farm when the beast sprang from the woods, 
and, taking the girl in his huge jaws, carried 
her into a swamp, where she was torn limb 
from limb. The few scattered remains were 
gathered up and buried.

EVANGELIST d ETS RICH 
IN MINE AND WILL BUILD 
~ HUGE TEMPLE IN CHCAGO. 


J. H. Bitler, at St. Receives 
Telegram Announcing He Is Worth 


$1,000,000—Believes Prayers Were 
Answered. | 


St. Joseph, Mo., Dec. 3.—[Special.]—J. H. 
Bitler, an evangelist of Chicago, who is con- 
ducting a successful meeting here, today 
exhibited a telegram from Cripple Creek 
showing that 100 acres of mining land, pre- 
sented to him by a convert some time ago, 
contains some of the richest ore yet discov- 
ered in that section, and states that the esti- 
mated value is not less than $1,000,000. 

This news, the Rev. Bitler announces, in- 
sures erection in Chicago of the Good Will 
Temple, the dream and ambition of his life. 

The Good Will Temple will, when com- 
pleted, be the largest temple in Chicago. It 
will be 500 feet in height and will be sur- 
mounted by a lumineus cross 100 feet in 
height and 50 feet wide, which may be seen 
for many miles out on the lake.

Bitler says the realization of his highest aim 
in life is the direct outcome of ten years’ 
prayer.

MAURINO DEVIRAZ, A 
NOTED DIAMOND THIEF, 
CAPTURED IN MEXICO. 


He Offers His Captor $40,000 Worth of 
Stolen Gems to Be Permifted to Jump 
from a Railway Train Near Juarez, 
Mexico, but the Bribe Is Refused. 


El Paso, Tex., Dec. 3.—[Special.]—Maurino 
Deviraz, a noted thief, who is wanted by the 
authorities of Madrid, Rome, Havana, and 
the City of Mexico, was arrested and lodged 
in the Juarez jail by Chief Ponce of the 
Juarez police. Forty thousand dollars’ 
worth of diamonds, jewelry, and old gold 
coins were found in Deviraz’s possession 
when arrested. He made a big haul in the 
City of Mexico a few days ago, and on Sat- 
urday night Chief Ponce received a dispatch 
to look out for him. 

On Sunday the Chief went out on the Mex- 
ican Central train to Samalayaca, where he 
boarded the incoming passenger train from 
Mexico City. In the drawing-room of the 
sleeper he found Deviraz, who claimed to be 
going to his ranch, which he said was located 
near Juarez. He offered the chief a large 
sum if the latter would allow him to escape, 
but the officer declined.

tomary reading of the Crusade Psalm and |:

then Ohio’s case was taken up. All delega- 
tions who had extra seats were called upon 
to relinquish them in favor of Ohio. After 
this announcement from the platform an at- 
tempt was made to proceed to regular busi- 
ness, but Ohio still kept up such a commo- 
tion the President called for order and said 
it was important Ohio should sit down, 
whereupen some voices were heard to say 
Ohio got more than its share of good things 
anyway. 

The reports of the executive sessions which 
have been held the last few days were read 
and adopted piecemeal. The only new mat- 
ter developing was an attempt on the part of 
Miss Mix of Iowa to have the salaried offices 
passed around. As there are so few places 
whith carry a salary, she advecated that no 
officer should fill these positions for more 
than five yearsatatime. Her resolution was 


tabled. 
The dent’s address was listened to 
for over’ hour. It was clear, comprehen- 


sive, and concise, and extended over all the 
work accomplished during the year. Mrs. 
Stevens held the interest of the entire audi- 
ence throughout the reading ef her address, 
which covered twenty-three printed pages. 
When she had finished it was accepted with 
a rising vote and the inevitable Chautauqua 
salute. Often through the delivery the 
Speaker was interrupted by applause, and 
when the report had been accepted it was 
voted to publish and circulate it throughout 
the union.

Roll call developed the fact that there were 
forty-eight State Pfesidents, thirty-one Na- 
tional Superintendents, and twenty-seven 
other ex-officio members of the convention 
in attendance. New York not only filled all 
the seats assigned its delegates, but had six 
boxes, and even then had other guests scat- 
tered over the house, having sent ever 100 to 
the convention.

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MAN MURDERED BY FIR, 


FOUND SITTING IN CHAIR, HIS 
CLOTHING ALL AFLAME. 


Twe Others Who Are Looking On Are 
Accused by a Police Officer of Re- 
fusing to Aid in Extinguishing the 
Blase — Victim’s Eyes Burned Out 

and Net an Inch of Flesh Escapes— 
Mob Seeking Suspects te Lyuch 
Them Foiled by Authorities. 


Dallas, Tex., Dec. 3.—[Special.]—Pate Bain, 
former Deputy Sheriff of this county, was 
burned to death this morning in a most mys- 
terlous manner, and two men who were 
present when the tragedy took place have 
been taken out of town to avoid lynching 
by infuriated citizens. 

That Bain was murdered there seems little 
doubt, as he was found in a chair in the 
back room of a saloon with his clothes, 
which had been covered with turpentine, all 
aflame. 

He was screaming for help, but the two 
men arrested, John Chapman and B. D. 
Faukner, it is claimed, refused to make any 
effort to extinguish the flames. When the 
fire was smothered it was found Bain’s eyes 
had been burned out, and not an inch of his 
body had escaped the flames. 


Officer Finds Man Aflame. 


The burning happened in the back room of 
Chapman’s saloon, at Elm and Preston 
streets, about 2 o’clock this morning. Police 
officer Brannon, on whose beat the saloon 
was located, was attracted to the place by 
a man who said: ‘‘ Hurry in yonder. They 
are burning a man to death in there.“ 

Brannon ran into the saloon and found 
Faulkner and Chapman in the bar section 
and Bain, his clothing on fire from head to 
foot, in a room separated from the bar only 
by a screen partition. 

The officer atterapted to smother the flames 
and called for a bucket of water. He says 
that one of the men answered: “ O, let nim 
burn. He's nearly dead now.“ 

Brannon and others who had hurried into 
the place extinguished the fire, the officer’s 
hands being badly burned in the work. 

Bain was conscious, but did not realize his 
condition. He insisted he would live and 
get well. His eyes were burned out of their 
sockets and every inch of flesh on his body 
and limbs was roasted from the flames of 
the burning turpentine with which his cloth- 
ing had been covered. 

He was “ grit,’’ however, and uttered not a 
cry of pain. Just before he died he made a 
statement to the State’s Attorney, on the 
strength of which, together with collateral 
incidents, Chapman and Faulkner were ar- 
rested and an investigation instituted. 


Revenge May Be the Motive. | 

Bain was a faithful and fearless officer 
while in the public service, cdvering a period 
of six years. He was a native of Tennessee, 
but came to Dallas fifteen years ago. A 
widow and five children survive him. During 
his service as an officer he learned much of 
crime and criminals. He was bailiff to the 
grand jury à part of the time, and a theory 
is entertained that revenge may have figured 
in his murder, 

‘The grand jury started investigations this 
afternoon and sensational developments are 
anticipated by the public. No motive can be 
assigned for the crime. It is thought the 
man was drugged, turpentine poured over 
his clothing, and fire set to it. 

Shortly after 10 o’clock tonight a mob called 
at the jail and demanded the prisoners of 


the jailor. The jailor swore that they were | 


not in his possession. They had been taken 
to Fort Worth early in the evening, he de- 
clared. “‘ Well,” said the leader of the mob, 
“if we catch them we'll burn them.“ 
Faulkner and Chapman refuse to talk. 


TRAMPS TORTURE TWO NEGROES 


Farm Hands Near Le Ill, Have 
Feet Held in Fire for Rerusing 
to Steal. 


Lebanon, III., Dec. 
Brown and William Johnson, negro farm 
hands, tell a story of torture inflicted upon 
them recently by tramps in this county, a 
few miles southwest of here. The tramps 
tried to compel them to steal poultry from 
the farmers of the vicinity. Upon their 
refusal they were dragged to a log fire in 
the woods, their shoes and stockings were 
removed, and their feet held over the fire 
until the flesh was nearly cooked, and they 
became unconscious. When they regained 
sensibility the tramps had fled. After two 
days the victims were able to crawl with 
great difficulty and pain to a farmhouse, 
where their wounds were attended.

* Washington, D. C., Dec. 8.—The annual re- 
port of Secretary of War Root is ot more 
than usual interest owing to its wide scope, 
and the fact that it treats of subjects of 
such importance as the Philippine insurrec- 
tion, the Chinese campaign, the develop- 
ments in Cuba and Porto Rico, and, finally, 
with the subject of army reorganization. 
* Bome idea of what the army has been do- 
ing in the field and at home is conveyed by 
the Secretary's statement that its operations 
included the prosecution of the war for the 
| guppression of the Philippine insurrection 
and the establishment of a government in 
the Philippines, the rescue of the foreign 
Ministers in Pekin, the preservation and the 
rolief of distress in Alaska, and the con- 
struetion of roads and telegraph there; the 
conduct of the government of Porto Rico 
until May 1 last, the conduct of the govern- 
ment of Cuba, prosecution of river and har- 
bor works, the construction of sea coast for- 
tifications, the garrisoning and maintaining 
of military posts and fortifications, the dis- 
charge of about one-third of the army and 
the re@niistment of soldiers to take their 
„ and the distribution of supplies to 
forces. 


Features of the Filipino War. : 
* The chapter of the report treating of mili- 
dary operations in the Philippines is a re- 
cital of the features of the campaigns 


' Jast year. It is said that the purpose was to 
disperse the small bands of Filipinos scat- 
tered throughout the islands. The effort was 
successful, and resulted in the further, and 
practically complete, disintegration of the 
insurrectionary bands; in the rescue of nearly 
all the American and Spanish prisoners; in 
the capture of many of the leading in- 
surgents; and the destruction of large quan- 
tities of arms and supplies. : 
Secretary Root says that with the execu- 
tion of the military plans there all formal 
and open resistance to American authority 
in the Philippines terminated, leaving only 
an eiceedingly vexatious and annoying guer- 
villa warfare, of a character closely ap- 
ing brigandage, which will require 

, patience; and good judgment to sup- 
press finally. 

The Secretary says that it requires over 
@0 different posts in the Philippines, be- 
cause the Tagals, who are in rebellidn, de- 
iijerately have adopted the policy of mur- 
dering, so far as they: are able, all of their 
countrymen who are friendly to the United 
States. He thinks that the most efficient 
Measures for the reduction of the number 
of posts and of troops in the Philippines will 
be the construction of roads, making possi- 
ble rapid communication, the establishment 
of personal relations between the United 
States officers and the people, so that they 
can tell who are trustworthy sources of in- 
formation, the gradually growing apprecia- 
tion of American control and good inten- 
tions, following with good civil government, 
and, finally, the organization of native troops 


under American officers. 


Effective Campaign in China. 
The campaign of the United States troops 
in China is treated at some length in the 
report. The secretary reviews in detail the 
rapid and effective steps by which the Amer- 
fean forces were transferred in a great 
emergency from the Philippines and from 
this country to Taku, and thence how they 
foreea their way to Pekin. e includes all 
the interesting dispatches sed between 
General Chaffee and the War department 
during that period, which were published by 
the department from time to time, and 


speaks in terms of praise of the splendid 


conduct of the troops and of their able offi- 
cers. He says it is gratifying to know that 
the Chinese have returned in great numbers 
- @nd there has been a general resumption of 
Dusiness, under protection of the United

Good Hospitals Are Established. 

The report also tells how the charities of 

the island have been brought into systematic 
condition and the hospitals improved. With 
one exception there was not a place in Cuba 
at the time of American occupation to which 
a patient could go with any reasonable pros- 
pect of proper facilities and care. The ccn- 
dition of the insane was particularly dis- 
tressing. They were confined in jails, filthy 
and ragged, and treated literally like wild 
beasts. Now they all have been gathered in 
one large insane asylum and are cared for 
according to the dictates of modern hu- 
manity. 

The prisons were filled to overflowing with 
wretched creatures living in indescribable 
filth and squalor; the women were obliged to 
sleep on the floor, and were unable to appear 
in a body, because they were without clothes 
to coyer their nakedness. Many of these un- 
fortunate inmates had never been tried or 
convicted., An American pardon board 
promptly released 520 prisoners of this class. 
The prisons were cleaned, an inspection sys- 
tem established, youths separated from 
adults, the untried from the convicted, and 
the intolerable legal delay in trials was 
ended by the establishment of correctioral 
courts for petty offenses. An order has a:so 
been made providing for the writ of habeas 
corpus, something with which the Cubans 
are now quite unfamiliar. One of the results 
of these changes is that many of the prisons 
are now wholly without inmates. 

Revenues More than Doubled. 

Other things accomplished in Cuba neve 

been in the direction of public works, the 
erection of lighthouses, the revision of the 
tariff, the establishment of an independent 
treasury. The revenues for the last fiscal year 

amounted to $17,000,000, as against $7,000,000 
for the preceding six months, and the re- 
vival of industry continues. 

The tobacco crop is large and fine, the 
sugar cane area is extended; the fruit prod- 
uction is increasing; the mines at Santiago 
are in full operation; and labor is in demand 
at good prices. Curiously enough, now that 
Spanish sovereignty has departed, Spanish 
immigration is setting in, and before the end 
of December 50,000 Spaniards will have 
reached Cuba within the last year. 

Secretary Root says they are useful and 
welcome additions to the industry of the 
island. In concluding his remarks as to 
Cuba, he says: 

„Only a doubt as to the stability of the 
future government, and uncertainty as to 
the continyance of a market for her products 
retard the influx ‘of capital and the develop- 
ment of Cuba’s extraordinary resources. 
It is to be hoped the wise action of the pres- 
ent constitutional convention speedily will 
resolve these uncertainties and establish the 
prosperity of Cuba upon a firm foundation.“ 


Conditions in Porto Rico. 

In Porto Rico, where the army controlled 
up to May 1, its principal function was the 
improvement of the civil administration, 
accustoming the people to the exercise of 
the powers of government, and continuing 
the work of relief made necessary by the 
deplorable condition in which the island had 
deen left by the great hurricane. The Secre- 
tary accepts as his own General Davis’ state- 
gent as to the creditable manner in which 
the army discharged the trust committed 
to it in Porto Rico, and he adds an expression 
of grateful appreciation of the devotion, 
judgment, good temper, and ability exhibited 
by General Davis. 

The report treats of Alaskan conditions 
briefly, the main point of interest in that 
connection being the recommendation that 
a modern appropriation be made for the 
relief of the native Eskimos, who are afflict- 
ed by a series of fatal epidemics and are in 
danger of extermination. It is said that 
several hundred white miners, unsuccessful 
and impoverished, who might have perished 
during the arctic winter, were brought home 
on government transports.

COUNTY BOARD 
ES UP WORK. 
President Hanberg Declares 


for an Investigation of 
Coal Contracts. 


PLANS FOR ECONOMY. 


Standing Committees Named 
After Old Two-thirds Rule 
Has Been Repealed. 


VOTE ON PARTY LINES. 


The new Board of County Commissioners 
organized yesterday, and President John J. 
Hanberg souhded the keynote of the move- 
ment, which means an investigation of the 
county's coal contracts, now held by O’Gara, 
King & Co., the firm which stands accused 
by the public records, as shown in THE 
TRIBUNE, of having delivered cheap grades 
of coal instead of the high grade for which 
the county pays. In this stand for stopping 
the juggling of agreements by county con- 
tractors, Mr. Hanborg has practi y the 
united support of the other fourteen mem- 
bers of the board. 

Only appoved business methods shall 
control our affairs,“ said Mr. Hanberg in his 
inaugural address, and in this I believe 
I have the support of every member of the 


Formal action regarding O’Gara, King & 
Co. may be taken next Monday. The new 
board will have to consider the bill for $3,504 
entered by this firm for bad coal left at Dun- 
ning and vetoed by the retiring President, 
James C. Irwin. The firm has held back 
other bills for $10,000, and these c will 
afford another basis for inquiry. 


Divide on Political Lines. 


The inaugural meeting of the new board 
was marked at the outset by a clash between 
the members, the commissioners dividing on 
political lines. The Republican majority. 
however, succeeded in passing a resolution 
dy which the rules governing the board may 
be amended by a majority instead of a two- 
thirds vote. Thus, the nine Republican mem- 
bers, who voted for this resolution, will e. 
cape much wrangling with the six members 
composing the Democratic minority. These 
six, headed by Commissioner Rollin B. Or- 
gan, opposed the adoption of the resolution. 


President Hanberg’s Address. 
President Hanberg’s address was informal. 
He said in part: ä 

J am not prepared to outline the policy 
of the board so definitely as I should like, for 
the reason that statements of heads of de- 
partments and the report of the Controller— 
owing in part to the delay of the State Board 
of Equalization in passing on Cook County’s 
assessments—are not here. I take it that the 
financia! condition of the county is not what 
it should be and that there are not at all 
times sufficient funds to meet expenses. I 
am aware that additional burdens have been 
recently added, such as the Boards of As- 
sessors and of Review, and the new primary 
law. But, by strict attention to business 
and retrenchment where possible, I believe 
we can keep within our resources. We want 
a clean balance sheet from the departments 
at the next meeting of the board so that the 
public may know where we start.”

Situation Long Perilous, 


For several years before the present trou- 
bles all the resources of foreign diplomacy, 
backed by moral demonstrations of the phys- 
teal force of fleets and arms, have been need- 
ed to secure due respect for the treaty rights 
of foreigners, and to obtain satisfaction 
from the responsible authorities for the 
sporadic outrages upon the persons and 
property of unoffending sojourners, which 
from time to time occurred at widely sep- 
arated points in the northern provinces, as 
in the case of the outbreaks in Sze-Chuen 
and Shan Tung.

There is not a wasted or an irrelevant 
word in the book, and nothing could be more 
lucid or more conclusive. The subject, more- 
over, covers one of the most important inci- 
dents in recent history. Nowhere else does 
British imperialism appear to better advan- 
tage than in what England has done in and 
for Egypt. How England came to be in 
Egypt, how France came to be out of Egypt, 
how the other powers have been kept off 
from Egyptian affairs; what England has 
done for the peace and quiet and good gov- 
ernment of Egypt, how the Fashoda incident 
fitted into the history that had gone before, 
and the national reason why —all this is 
extremely well stated and explained in Mr. 
Traill’s book. It would be strange if every 
Englishman did not feel a peculiar satisfac- 
tion as he reads the story of the evolution of 
this momentous drama that has been enacted 
under the eye of those * forty centuries ”’ 
which are supposed to keep watch over the 
fortunes of the Nile. 

The land of Egypt has been from time im- 
memorial the the temptation and the spoil of 
the conqueror. Its singular fertility, its de- 
fenseless position, and the weakness of a 
native race of inhabitants whom it has never 
been—until quite recently—possible to or- 
ganize for purposes of self-protection, have 
attracted by turns every powerful military 
people in its neighborhood, whether Euro- 
pean or Asiatic or African. The long history 
of its ancient, middie, and new empires is the 
history of successive conquests and domina- 
tions, now by African potentates from the 
south, and now by subjugated races who rose 
against their conquerors. Asia, and after- 
ward Europe, have subjected Egypt to the 
same experiences. But this is the first time 
in all ite history when the dominating power 
from without has actually had in view the 
betterment of the Egyptian people. 

“ When will you get out?’ is the question

explanation on the 
subject. 


The Lord Rector $f the Scotch universities 
is elected by the popular vote of the students 
alone, the professors having no say in the 
matter, and any interference on the part of 
the faculty, no matter how indirect, being 
strongly resented and resisted. The Lord 
Rector, who is elected for a term of three 
years by virtue of his position, has the right 


to preside over the governing body. of the 


university, and, inasmuch as he is permitted 
to nominate an assessor, the students may 
be said to have two representatives of their 
own in a ruling senate, comprising some 
fifteen members. Conflicts between the sen- 
ate and the students are Rot infrequent, and, 
thanks to the weight and influence of the 
statesmen whom the students usually élect 
as their Lerd Rector, it is they who usually 
carry the day. 

The Lerd Rector must not be confounded 
with the Chancellor or the Vice Chancellor 
of the universities, the Chancellorship being 
usually held by a peer and for life. 

There are four of these universities in 
Scotiand—namely: St. Andrews, Glasgow, 
Aberdeen, and Edinburg. The _ rectorial 
elections are usually fought out on strictly 
political lines. Politics, indeed, plays a 
great role at these universities, each of 
which is represented in Parliament by a 
member of its own. Needless to say that the 
Lord Rector wears gorgeous robes. | 
The Viceroy of India, and particularly hi 


| American wife, Lady Curzon, are just at the 


present moment confronted with a problem, 
which is, to say the least, rather awkward. 
As every one who lived in the Orient knows, 
the marriage of a white woman to a native 
is sufficient throughout the Orient to insure 
her being subjected to the strictest kind of 
ostracism by all the people of her race in 
the East, since she is held to have degraded 
herself in the most shocking and irreparable 
fashion .by such an alliance. 

Unfortunately one of the principal of the 
semi-independent rulers of British India has 
recently contracted a match of.this kind, 
marrying, according to native rites, the 
daughter of a professional aeronaut, who 
makes his home at Calcutta. 

Now, according to the rules and regula- 
tions governing the vice regal court at Simla 
and Calcutta, the Viceroy and his consort 
are compelled to receive with regal distinc- 
tion and honors the consorts of the feudatory 
Princes of Queen Victoria's great Oriental 
empire. On the other hand, neither the so- 
cial position of the new Maharanee prior to 
her marriage, nor her education and ante- 
cedants are such as to warrant her reception 
at the vice regal court, while, even if her 
position as a young girl had been unexcep- 
tionable, the fact that she should have mar- 
ried a native, no matter how exalted his 
rank,. would have been sufficient to consti- 
tute a serious drawback to her position in 
Calcutta and Simla society. 

It is believed that Lord and Lady Curzon 
will have to make the best of a bad job, and, 
smothering their own prejudices and those of 
their entourage, will be forced to welcome 
with all requisite honors and distinction the 
white girl who has wedded a Hindoo semi- 
sovereign Prince, who has made a point of in- 
sisting upon this new wife of his—he has a 
dozen others—being received at the vice 
regal court. : 

The Maharajah of Patiala, who has just 
died, and who achieved so much fame asa 
pole player, as a cricketer, as a billiardist, 
and an all-round sportsman, was more sensi- 
ble. For he never at any time endeavored 
to force his Irish wife upon the vice regal 
court, either at Calcutta or at Simla. She 
was a Miss Florence O'Bryan, and had gone 
out to India to join her brother, who was the 
head of the stables of the Maharajah. Be- 
fore marrying her, however, she was com- 
pelled to abjufe Christianity, for the Sikh 
chieftains, of whom the late Maharajah was 
the supreme head, were up in arms at his 
marrying a Christian woman. For, in the 
same way that they owed allegiance to 
Patiala, their wives would be forced to 
yield homage to his consort. 
As the only means of dealing with this diffi- 
culty, Miss O' Bryan became a Sikh, and mar- 
ed the Maharajah according to full-fledged 
ikh rites. She died some years ago of 
pneumonia, and was solemnly burned ac- 
cording to Sikh rites on a huge funeral pyre 
of fragrant sandal wood, her husband stand- 
ing silently by the fire until its last smolder- 
ing embers had ceased to glow. 
Patiala was in one sense a unique figure in 
all India. He was the first of the reigning 
Princes of that vast empire to blend the 
English gentleman with the Indian poten- 
tate. And as such he is widely mourned. 

The French government has just rewarded 
M. Pichon, its envoy to China, for the gal- 
lantry which he displayed during the siege 
of Pekin by promoting him to that most 
agreeable of all posts in the diplomatic 
service of the republic—namely: to the posi- 
tion of French Plenipotentiary and Resident 
at Tunis. It may be recalled that he was the 
one diplomat who foresaw and predicted the 
Chinese crisis, when most of his colleagues 
were living in a fool's paradise. 

Although the City of London invests its 
Chief Magistrate with the most extraordi- 
nary powers and prerogatives, since che Lord 
Mayor is not only chief criminal and civil 
Judge of the city, but likewise Generalissimo 
of the city militia and Admiral of the port of 
London, yet it has apparently little confi- 
dence in his integrity, for, before entering 
upon his twelve months’ term of office, it 
compels him to sign a bond of $1,000,000, not 
for the honest performance of his important 
duties, but for the safekeeping of the jewels 
forming part of his insignia of office, which 
the citizens are evidently afraid that he 
may sell, or pawn, or dispose of in some 
questionable manner. 

It is true that the jewelry in question is 
quite valuable, for the diamonds with which 
the medallion pendant from his chain of 
office is set, are by themselves valued at 
$600,000, and this chain is only part and par- 
cel of the insignia. The chain is of pure 
gold, containing twenty-eight links, in the 
form of Ss interspersed with fourteen gold 
roses and thirteen gold knots, measuring 
5 feet 4 inches in length. , 

The robes of the Lord Mayor he is obliged 
te provide out of his own pocket, and they 
are worth, on an average, $1,000 apiece, 
several being required, since different robes 
have te be.worn with different ceremonies. 
These robes are provided by an old firm in 
Chancery lane, which has been in existence 
for 300 years, and which possesses the 
monopoly of fitting sovereigns, peers, 
Judges, and church dignitaries with their 
efficial robes, having provided, not only the 
coronation robes of Queen Ann, but also of 
King George IV., and of Queen Victoria. 
Many peers keep their ermine barred scarlet 
robes in the fireproof rooms of this ancient
